LABOR SAYING

Hew York. Bept. 23.—A motion pic¬ 
ture camera which will show "stretch 
out" of workers when It exists was 
exhibited here yesterday. 

"Stretchout" is extra strain aud. 
effort by a worker In speeding up hts 
individual production. The camera 
is designed to show industrialists how 
• worker’s movement# may be 
changed to Increase production with¬ 
out extra effort by the workman. 

The announced purpose la to aid 
employers who^orten hours without 
decreasing pay to balance this extra 
expense. The new camera, exhibited 
to a group of newspapermen by the 
International Bedaux Company, was 
produced by the Eastman Kodak 
Company. 

Its new features are a special film, 
built-in timing devices and small sice 
intended to make it easier and less 
costly to take movies of men and 
women at machines under actual 
working conditions. 

One experiment shown today was 
a girl who glued washers to a light 
board. She spread the glue with a 
brush, by hand. Movie study re¬ 
sulted in substituting s mechanical 
brush, which her foot offcrated merely 
by pressing a pedal.

Answer—Your son-in-law should 
treat you with the respect and 
affection that he would shew his 
own mother. Your position In hla 
household should call forth all 
the chivalry In his nature and 
make him particularly kind to 
you and careful of wounding 
your feelings. Hf should bear 
always In mJnd that It Is a cruel 
thing for a woman to be de¬ 
pendent on others In her old age, 
and that It Is not easy for one 
who has been at the head of her 
own house for thirty or forty 
years to have to play second 
fiddle In another’s house. 


If your son-in-law loves hie wife, ha

A few daye before the Inaugura¬ 
tion Sinclair announced that there 
would be no display of any sort in 
connection with the ceremonies.

LAND AUTHORITY BET UP 

The first bill paaaed was the pro¬ 
vision for land colonies. It was ne¬ 
cessary to ask Immediate action, be¬ 
cause crops had to be got Into the 
ground during the rainy season. The 
Legislature aet up the California Au¬ 
thority for Land (the CAL) with a 
board of Av*e commissioner*. 

An emergency bill was rushed { 
through the Legislature to provide' 
the first finances. Money was appro¬ 
priated from the general fund and 
the issuing of tax warrants was au¬ 
thorized. also loans from the banks. 
CAL was authorized to rent tracts 
of land for a year with the option 
of purchase and many or the col¬ 
onies were started In that way. The 
people came walking or hitch-hiking 
long before anything was ready for 
them. They went to work, often 
without being hired. 

CROPS IN GROUND 

The tent villages arose and larger 
tents were erected for the kitchens 
and eating-rooms and hungry peo¬ 
ple cere provided with three sub¬ 
stantial meals every dsy. The trac¬ 
tors came chugging and gang ploughs 
were hitched up and It was not long 
before beans and wheat and pota¬ 
toes were to the ground. The gov¬ 
ernor came to the first of these 
colonies and a microphone was set 
up and he made a speech to which 
the people of California listened. 

“My fallow oolonists: For more 
then thirty year* I have bean do- 
• • :*XT colcnlrs and I sm g^teful 
to ths Ce.'rtsslon which has made it 


possible to establish co-operative agri¬ 
culture In California. 

•'This colony belongs to you as 
citizens of the stole of California. ‘ 
Everything In it Is yours and if you 
waste or destroy It is your own loss. 
Work as you would work for your¬ 
selves. Tboee to charge will watch 
you and If they see that you are a 
slacker and shirker you will be put 
at a routine Job where you can be 
checked up hour by hour. If you 
prove yourself utterly worthless, you 
will be kicked out and will go beck 
to that way of life which has been 
known as ‘rugged individualism.’ If 
you prove yourself a man of con- j 
science and one who can carry re- ; 
sponslbllity you will be promoted. | 

BETTER THAN CHARITY 

*'In the beginning you will receive 
very modest wages, just enough to 
keep you going; but It will be better 
than charity and you will know that 
you are building up a community 
which will be your home and to 
J which some day you will be proud to 
live as s member and a citizen.

The next measure to pass ttorf 
Legislature and be signed by the gov¬ 
ernor was that establishing the Cali¬ 
fornia Authority for Money (the 
CAM). To the management of this! 
Institution the governor appointed s 
man w h om he had known for years, 
who had played the game of stocks 
and bonds and knew every trick of 
Wall 8tre9t In Hew York. La Salle 
Street to Chicago, and 8prlng Street 
to Loa Angeles. He had quit the 
game to disgust and told Sinclair 
much about the Insides of It. 

WARNS SUPREME COURT 

In the course of the debate over 
the issue of scrip for use in exchang¬ 
ing the products of CAL and CAP. 
the oppoeition declared that the pro¬ 
posal was unconstitutional, and that 
the Supreme Court would throw out 
the law. Discussing this ove#9the 
radio, the governor said: 

T am pledged to support the Con¬ 
stitution and It la my intention to 
bring about EPIC under the forms 
of the Constitution. The Constitu¬ 
tion of the »tote of California pro- 
' ides that the Supreme Court shall 
consist of seven members. There 
Is nothing to prohibit the altering 
of this number and If the Supreme 
Court of California should veto any 
of our EPIC measures. I will advise 
the people Immediately to start an 
initiative procedure and increase the 
number of Supreme Court Justices to 
seventeen. I have in my notebook 
the names of ten lawyers in thu 
■tote who can be depended upon to 
construe the Constitution and the 
laws In the Interest of the whole 
people." 

BOND ISSUE BRINGS CRISIS 

The bond Issue of CAM had to be 
authorized by referendum vote of 
the people, and thU was the crucial 
point In the progress of EPIC. Every 
private Interest in the stole wae op¬ 
posing this large bond Issue. If It 
failed, the whole plan was crippled.

"The big business interests of 
California were willing to see the 
bonded indebtedness of state, cities 
and countries Increase by 2J00 per 
cent ln the last twenty years. That 
was while the banks were handling 
the loans and big business was get¬ 
ting the contracts. But now that 
you want to do something lor your¬ 
selves. they say that It means ruin 
for you I They tell you that these 
bonds will not be repaid. But Z tell 
you they will be a debt of honor for 
the state of California. I sm avoid¬ 
ing ths regular means of selling se¬ 
curities. Take your dollars out of 
the private banks and br{ng them 
to the state of California and they 
will be used to buy the beet land 
ln the state at bargain prices, and 
to buy factorise and machinery and 
raw materials to put the people to 
work. 

TRIBUTE PAYMENT AT END 

"We are going to buy our stale and 
work It for ourselves an^ run It for 
ourselves and pay no tribute from 
this time on to any private ex¬ 
ploiters." 

^The bond issue was endorsed and 


the bonds printed and sold. Just as 
the private banking interests had de¬ 
clared, it injured ths banking system 
of the state and the CAM soon bad 
a chance to purchase some private 
banks, paying for them the physical 
valuation of their properties. 

In the meantime the other mesa- ■ 
ures of EPIC had been paaaed. in¬ 
cluding that for the California Au¬ 
thority for Production (the- CAP). 
The emergency funds had been used 
to buy lumber yards, brick factorise, 
cement factories and other UDe or 
bankrupt concerns for producing the 
immediate necessities. Many fac¬ 
tories were needed to provide all the 
unemployed with work; they worked 
the seven-hour day of HRA. receiving 
at the Oiliest the m i n i mum wage of 
HRA. 

OPEN COLONY STORES 

For every factory and every land 
colony there were opened up stores 
ln which you could buy anything 
that was produced by any of the in¬ 
stitutions of CAL and CAP. You 
could buy these products at actual 
cost and these stores were open, not 
merely to the oolonists and workers, 
but to ths general public at hours 
when they were not^crowded. 


The prooees of EPIC was like that 
of a swiftly flowing river eating Into 
a sand bank. Private industry be¬ 
gan to crumble, and as quickly as 
any productive enterprise failed, it 
was made over into a public in¬ 
stitution. Nothing could withstand 
the current of co-operation. 

FORTUNES BIPED OUT • 

The big business men began to 
realize that It was no longer sn ad¬ 
vantage to gain enormous Incomes, 
because the stole Income tax took 
so large a share of them, and when 
the owner died the state took ao 
much of the balance. Land specu¬ 
la ton found that the graduated lax 
on Idle real estate spelled ruin; they 
gave up their holdings, and the state 
took them over, and the colony 
laborers moved ln and built new 
homes and social buildings, and the 
land oolonists ploughed and planted 
the soil. By the same method vacant 
lots ln the cities were utilized for 
gardens under the supervision of ths 
sver-vlfllant CAL. 

By midsummer, when the new crops 
began to come ln, the system waa 
flourishing There was food for 
everybody and word spread that Cali¬ 


fornia was paradise mmJ all over the 
United States caravans of automo¬ 
biles were heading for the Oolden 
State. Nobody worried, because It 
was known that each of these new¬ 
comers would bring a pair of arnvi 
and a bead. 

FASHION* OUT OF FASHION 

And after all. wbat wae the us 2 
of piling up millions which you 
could not lesve to your family? The 
older people found that the younc 
people were taking it gayly. not wor¬ 
rying about their loet fortune^ be¬ 
cause IpIC was eo Interesting. So¬ 
cial ostentation, being no longer pos¬ 
sible. was no longer necessary The 
fashions were going out of fashion 
because there were so few to pay at¬ 
tention. 

In two years the victory was made 
complete. The great public service 
corporations, which had been but¬ 
tressed behind the rate-fixing dc- 
vies, were humbled by the procesR.of 
taxing them, which reduced the value 
of their securities. Finally the stole 
of California took them over at 
physical cost and thus the greatest 
source of corruption waa gone from 
American public life. The old order

It waa as a poet that he first made hit literary reputation, 
his "Lay of the Last Minstrel” appearing when he was thirty- 
four. and at once becoming popular. It was decided finally that 
literature was to be the. main business of Scott’s life. When 
“Marmion” came ont it took the people by storm and was re¬ 
cited in public and private. The “Lady of the Lake” made the 
Perthshire Highlands famous for tourists and faulted in a rise 
of the post-horse duty in Scotland. v 

Among the novelist’s best-known works were “Ivanhoe,” 
"Kenilworth.” “Waverley,” “The Talisman," “Bob Roy,” 
“Heart of Midlothian,” “Quentin Durward.” “The Bride of 
Lammermoor” and “The Fair Maid of Perth.” 

Scott was very prond of his Abbotsford home, where he was 
a hospitable laird. He went into another very expensive pro¬ 
ject. one which ultimately ruined him, the Ballautync A Co. 
publishing firm, whose heavy investments in unsound ventures 
suddenly plunged him into a debt of £130,000. The immense 
strain of his life aa sheriff and clerk, laird and novelist, poet and 
miscellaneous man of letters, publisher and printer, soon told on 
a constitution that was naturally robust. But hia willingness 
and capacity for work never Blackened and the story of his 
almost superhuman efforts to clear off. the enormous sum 
brought on by the failure of the publishing company, is one of 
the bravest aa well as the saddest that we know of. Paralyais 
and apoplexy overtook the great Scottish author and he died at 
Abbotsford on his beloved Tweedside in 1832, when he was 
sixty-one years old. He waa buried at Dryburgh Abbey, and

Those 
who have a pianoforte in their homes, while It 
may sound in exceUent tune, are not always aware 
that the instrument may be far below the re¬ 
quired standard pitch. A tuning fork or a pitch 
pipe wlU soon determine this matter.

In the summer the cow* are out 
in the pastures all day.

An interesting development of re¬ 
cent years from th# standpoint of 
country shippers of eggs, aays tbe 
Department of Agriculture ■ Egg and 
Poultry Market Review, has been the 
Increasing numbers of comparatlvsly 
small shippers, such as country mer¬ 
chants, who have been ablo to develop 
their grading to the poi n t whore 
buyers are anxious to receive their 
shipments and pay for them on the 
basis of the shipper’s grading.
